The State Road Department has 
had a-couple of cranes bysy all 
this week removing Brazilian Oaks 
(commonly, called Australian 
Pines) from the canal between Pa- 
hokee and Belle,Gladé.

Not only are the trees a nuisanc> 
after storms but they are a menac^ 
to large trucks using the highways 
of the Everglades to haul perish- 
able produce. Unless the State 
Road Department crew stays right 
in behind the trees at all times 
they grow to be a real menace to 
the semi-trailers — beating and 
framming on them as the$ pass 
under the trees in their efforts to 
get produce’ from the Glades to 
northern markets. 

Every oné of thé trees in ‘the 
Lake Region should be topped’ 
down to a height of not more than 
12 or 14 feet. At that height they 
would not be toppled over by every 
little gust of wind that comes 
along. They would stil serve thé, 
purpose for which they were plant- 
ed—that of keeping. cars out of the 
canal. However, some motorists 
have wondered which’ would be 
worse when one has.a wreck 
go into the canal and take you. 
chances of getting ouf—or, to 
smash into a tree and run the risk 
of a broken neck: or being broken 
to pieces im the crash. There is 
argument pro and con.

Creek—from Highlands Hammock 
to the Ocala National Forest— 
from thé Little Ocmulgee to Ches- 
tatee Knoll in^ north Georgia—-- 
from Tellico Plains in the Cherokee 
National forest to Chimney Rocks 
in the Great Smokies—from Cul- 
lasaga Falls ovér every rhododen- 
dron and laurel covered mountain 
side of the Nantahala. All this 
country has felt the soft tread of 
her footsteps, ever seeking’ the 
secrets they héld. She, and Mr, 
Denton have camped .and hiked 
over more of these places than any 
other two people we have ever 
heard of. 

She knew and loved all of the 
natural beauty spots in the South- 
eastern United States—little things 
from some of these places are ..p- 
resented in their garden. 

Mother Nature and her entire 
family of trees, birds, shrubs and 
flowers bowed their heads at two 
o'clock Wednesday to pay their re- 
spects to a typical American Motl- | 
er. One who had a greater natural 
understanding of things, indoors 
and outdoors, than any other per- 
son we have ever known.
